U.K. Makes Move 


Tunisia Forming

TUNIS (AP) — Tough 
French paratroopers and 
French tanks established 
a large perimeter around 
their embattled naval base 
of Bizerte Friday and 
fighting died down in the 
town of Bizerte shortly 
after noon. 


Travelers returning from 
Bizerte said an uneasy calm 
reigned in the city whose cen- 
ter was held by Tunisian troops 
and civilian militiamen. 

Sporadic rifle and machinegun 
fire was heard late Friday 
morning. It quickly died down, 
however, 

The French launched a drive 
outside the confines of the 
naval base proper to establish 
‘a safe ayy ne for the base 
which around the 
wide bay Bizerte. 

Tunisian President Habib 
Bourguiba, meanwhile, called 
upon Tunisians to mobilize for 
war. In a dramatic, emotional 
radio speech to the nation he 
announced embassies are autho 
rized to enroll volunteers. 

Bourguiba ordered troops and 
the Neo-Destour Party network 
to organize strong points for 
guerilla tactics if necessary. 

Earlier, Tunisians reported 
that French planes were straf- 
ing Tunisian barricades while 
tank-borne French troops 
were advancing into streets 
of the city itself. 

The Tunisian Government 
said i had turned down two 
French ultimatums to surrender 
the city. In Paris, French offi- 
clals denied there had ever 
been any ultimatum, and said 
the base commander had simply 
offered to help protect the Euro- 
jew and French civilian popu- 

tion. 


The French confirmed, how. 
ever, that there had been a 
thrust to protect the base com- 
munications. : 

The Tunisian radio still spoke 
of “fighting” and a “raging bat- 
tle” at Bizerte. But all travel- 
ers returning from the city 
agreed that fighting had ebbed.

The Bank of Japan at an ex- 
traordinary meeting of its 
Policy Board yesterday decided 
to raise, effective today, the 
bank’s official rate by ¥0.001 to 
¥0.019 per diem per ¥100 (0.365 
per cent per annum). 


Bank of Japan Gov. Masa- 
michi Yamagiwa said  iast 
night the raise was prom 
by the necessity to maintain 
sound and stabilized growth in 
view of the recent economic 
conditions here, particularly the 
poor outlook in Japan's inter- 
national payments situation and 
increasing plant investments. 

The raise would bring the 
official rate up to 6.935 per cent 
per annum. 


This brought the official rate 
down to the level before the 
money rate was reduced Jan. 
26 this year. 


The bank’s decision was 
prompted by a poor outiook in 
Japan's international payment 
situation, a 10 per cent restric- 
tion of bank loans for invest- 
ment in industrial equipment, 
which proved ineffective, and 
the Cabinet reshuffle earlier in 
the week, informed sources 
said. 


The bank also announced that 
it would reduce its <ciscount 
fo for export bills by Y¥0.001 
2 con per ¥100), effective 


The iia was taken to give 
incentive to the export trade 
industry by reducing the Bank 
of Japan's discount rate for ex- 
port bills to 4.38 per cent per 
annum, the lowest since 1948. 

Meanwhile, the National Fe- 
deration of Bankers Associa- 
tions is scheduled to hold a spe- 
cial directors’ meeting today to 
raise the standard interest rate 
on loans by ¥0.001 ‘per diem 
per ¥100 following the Bank of 
Japan measure. 

Interest rates on deposits, 
however, will remain the same.

him from the ocean within two 
minutes after he swam away 
from the sinking spacecraft. 
According to Space Agency re- 
ports, Grissom had asked to re- 
main in the capsule for several 
minutes to check instruments. 


This indicated he believed he 
had ample time to accomplish 
this before attempting to leave 
the vehicle. 

It was reported later that his 
space suit was buoyant and he 
was never in danger of sinking, 
but he went under water briefly 
in the wake of the helicopter 
blades. 

It was not immediately clear 
what had gone wrong. 

If the Liberty Bell 7 had fal- 
len a great distance from any 
recovery ship, Grissom might 
have been in peril. 

The capsule carried an emer- 
gency liferaft for such emergen- 
cies. 

The Marine helicopter team 
reported that Grissom blew off 
the hatch of his capsule prior 
to the time he was expected to 
and before the helicopter had 
hooked a line onto it. 

The sinking time of the ca 
sule, once it starts to fill wi 
water, is about 10 seconds. An- 
other helicopter, even though 
suffering from engine trouble, 
futilely tried to save the cap- 
sule 

Calling on his many years of 
experience as @ combat and test 
pilot, Grissom performed a 
variety of tasks on the pulse- 
pounding flight.

led the two-ton space ship by 


switching its roll, pitch and

Grissom, of Mitchell, Ind., radie- 
ed assurances that his condition 
was good and that all capsule 
systems performed normally. 

“A-OK, A-OK,” he. messaged 
several times, Space Agency offi- 
cials reported. 

As the Redstone rose, the 
pilot. reported: “The sun is 
really bright.” 

Through his .19-inch “picture 
window,” he reported seeing the 
East Coast of the U.S. but was 
unable to identify landmarks 
because of the bright sun. 

Nine minutes after launch, 
as his space craft re-entered the 
atmosphere, he reported: “I feel 
very good. Everything is work- 
ing good.” 

Shouting encouragement to 
Grissom from the ground was 
the astronaut who preceded 
him to the threshold of infinity. 
Shepard was at the vital cap- 
sule communicator post in the 
control center. 

The two fellow astronauts 
maintained almost constant 
voice’ communication through- 
out the flight. 

The flight was almost as per- 
fect as Shepard's. America’s 
first spaceman traveled 116 
miles downrange in 15 minutes. 

The success gives the U.S. 
two spacemen to Russia’s one. 
Both Grissom and Shepard gain- 
ed valuable experience for later 
orbital missions—a feat already 
accomplished by Yuri Gagarin 
of Russia.

With the beginning of 1961 
Poland has entered upon the 
second Five-Year Plan of her 
Socialist economy. It is, in 
fact, her fourth period of plan- 
ned development. The first 
1947-49 plan was mainly con- 


: 
: 


cerned with the rehabilitation 
of Poland's war devastated 
economy. 


The. chief purpose of the 
second, covering the years 1950- 
55, was to lay the industrial 
groundwork for further growth 
of our economy, which from 
prewar times bore many traits 
of industrial underdevelopment, 
general backwardness and pov- 
erty. During that period Po- 
land achieved a great advance 
in industrialization, general 
standard of living and also in 
the spread of education and 
culture among her population. 

However, the inevitable em- 
phasis of the plan upon in- 
dustrialization, and in particular 
on the development of basic 
heavy industry, put some stress 
on the supply of consumer 
goods, and also, to a degree,

tion exceeded that of 1955 by 
59 per cent and so the increase 
was much greater than the 
planned 49 per cent.

Live Polio Vaccine 
Sought for Adults 


The Central Council to Pro- 
tect Children from Polio yester- 
day requested the Government 
the age limit for 
administrations of live polio 
vaccine to 20 years from the 
present limit of 6 years. 


The council whose chairman 
is Tanzgan Ishibashi, former 
Prime Minister of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party, made the 
jrepresentation to the Welfare 
Ministry. 


According to the request, the 
free live polio vaccine should 
be given to persons up to 20 
years of age, instead of 6 years 
as at present, and this limit 
should be extended to include 
persons up to 50 years of age by 
March of next year.

Tokyo U. Launches 
Research Rocket 


AKITA (Kyodo)—A. . two- 
stage space observation rocket 
of the Kappa Stypé was. suc- 
cessfully launched yesterday 
by the rocket research team of 
Tokyo University at Michikawa 
Beach on the Japan Sea coast 
of Akita Prefecture. , 

The rocket firing was the 
seventh in a series of Jaunch- 
ings of this type by the In- 
stitute of Industrial Science of 
the school and represented 
Japan's contribution to. ‘inter- 
national space observations in 
a new “World Rocket -Week” 
which opened July 16. ° 

The rocket, measuring: 11 me- 
ters long, 42 centimeters across 
and weighing 1.58 tons,” rédch- 
ed a height of 160 kilometers

What are the problems 


which, as it may be assumed, 
Poland will be confronted with 
in the years to come and 
which had to be considered in 
setti up the ne 1961-65 
Five-Year Pian? I can point 
out a few of them. 


One results from our demo- 
graphic situation. Poland has 
an extremely high birth rate 
and also one of the highest 
rates of natural inerease in 
population. The former 
amounts to nearly 2.6 per cent, 
the latter to 18 per cent. e 
demographic low, caused by a 
considerable decrease of popula- 
tion In times of war and Nazi 
occupation, has come to an 
end. Whereas in the period of 
1956-60 the number of school- 
leaving, job-seeking people stood 
at 376,000 persons, we have to 
reckon. with nearly twice as 
many tf the years 1961-65, and 
more than four times as many 
in the period 1966-70. 


It means that jobs have to 
be created in advance and 
adequate educational and train- 
ing facilities arranged for. The 
higher rate of population 
rowth calls for a . relatively 
a pw. rhythm of economic de- 
elopment than in other coun- 
tries, let alone the general 
tendency of Poland to speed up 
the development of her econo- 
my in order to further narrow 
the gap between her and the 
more developed European coun- 
tries. 


Another problem is that of 
Poland’s balance of interna- 
tional payments and fore 
trade. Since the war Poland’s 
foreign trade has taken long 
strides forward. Between 1955 
and 1960 its value increased 
some 48 per cent and the num- 
ber of countries with which 
she established trade relations 
rose from 90 to 137. Contrary 
to what some people are prone 
think her trade is not 
imited to the Socialist coun-

trade with those countries—a 
component of a much larger 
echeme of political and econo- 
mic cooperation—is gradually 
increasing in weight. It has 
recently amounted to about 
two-thirds of our total exports 
and imports. Among other fac- 
tors, we find those markets 


free from price fluctuations and 7 


unfavorable political considera- 
tions which occasionally affect 
our trade with some non-So- 
clalist countries. Nevertheless, 
Poland's trade with the latter, 
though diminishing in propor- 
tion, is steadily growing in 
absolute values and volume. 


The importance of foreign 
trade in Poland’s economy can- 
not be underestimated. Poland 
being rather poor in many na- 
tural resources, the main task 
of her foreign trade is to sup- 
ply raw materials as well as 
machinery and other equipment 
for her growing industries. It 
is considered that Poland's im- 

rts put a heavy strain upon 

er balance of trade and inter- 

national payments. The more 
so as her former reliance upon 
exports of coal and other raw 
materials and half-finished 
products is no longer justified 
and the structure of her ex- 
ports has to be further cor- 
rected bY giving greater 
weight to industrial goods, first 
of all to machinery and plant 
—e the exports of 
which have already reached 30 
per cent of the 1960 total. 


All these factors had to be 
taken into account in working 
out the economic plan for 1961- 
65. The rate of over-all econo- 
mic growth is to be maintained 
at the same level as in the 
preceding five years, though, 
of course, the volume of the 


‘total increment at the end of 


the 1965 will be by far greater 
than that in 1960. The invest- 
ments in manufacturing indus- 
try are to be primarily di- 
rected at streamlining it by 
technical innovations and in- 
tensification of processes, by 
better utilization of raw mate- 
rials, by developing those 
branches which are n 

for more efficient cooperation 


industry is to be greatly en- 
larged. A particular emphasis 
in the new five-year pian is 
laid upon modernization of 
agriculture to which end about 
one-fifth of total production 
investments are set aside. The 
increase in agricultural produc- 
tion is to reach 23 per cent, 
as against 19 in the former 
lan. It is to be achieved 
mainly through larger mechani- 
zation and better amelioration 
of soil. 


The new plan, one may say, 
is at the same time ambitious 
and sober. It is ambitious 
since in accordance with the 
principles of Socialist planned 
economy its main task is full 
utilization of all possible re 
sources and reserves for fur- 
ther raising of the living stand- 
ard of the nation. It is sober 
as it does not conceal the fact 
that for its successful fulfill- 
ment it will require a good 
deal of skill and hard work. 

As the elections to the Diet 
in April of this year showed, 
it received full support of the 
Polish nation. e are all 
ready to make the necessary 
efforts.

Quicker Turning of Hips Prevents Hook 


A little trick that I practice 
to make sure I don’t pull my 
shot to the left concerns mov- 
ing the left hip out of the 
Way at impact a little earlier 
than normal. .As you can see 
from the sketch, I have reach- 
ed the halfway point in 
my follow-through and my 
hips have turned a little more 
than halfway. 

That’s because I turned the 
left hip toward my shot a lit- 
tle quicker than normal.

True, it may cause me to 
fade the shot to the right a 
bit, but I only use this little

In June Trade 


Japan's international pay 
ment position continued to de- 
teriorate in June with the cur- 
rent account suffering the big- 
gest postwar deficit $147 mil- 
lion, according to a checkup 
conducted by the Finance Min- 
istry and the Bank of Japan. 


The checkup placed the 
amount of receipts in the cur- 
rent account for the month at 
$388 million and that of pay- 
ments $535 million, both rep- 
resenti a decline of $20 mil- 
lion a $3 million from the 
preceding month, respectively. 

The current account for May 
had recorded an unfavorable 
balance of $130 million, 


The deficit in the over-all ac- 
count for June was limited to 
$42 million, however, as capital 
transactions scored a favorable 
balance of $105 million. 


The over-all account remain- 
ed unfavorable for two months 
in a row since May when the 
deficit aggregated $79 million. 
The two-month total of deficits 
added up to $73 million. 


The checkup said the June 
figures raised current account 
deficits since the beginriing of 
the year to $599 million. The 
deficit for the April-June period 
alone went up to $360 million. 

Details of the checkup are as 
follows: 

Exports in June totaled $319 
million and imports $429 milion, 
a drop of $19 million and $15 
million from May, respectively. 

Itemwise, all main exports de- 
clined with the exception of 
textile products. 

By destination, exports to the 
United States resumed a some- 
what active trend, while those 
to other countries and areas re- 
mained sluggish. 

Meanwhile, imports remained 
continuously on a high level, al- 
though a small portion of the 
list, including foods and textile 
= materials, decreased slight- 
wr 

In invisible trade, a $17-mil- 
lion deficit, $13 million more 
than the previous month, was 
registered due to increased pay- 
ments of interests on borrow- 
ings from abroad and other rea- 


sons. 

Receipts from the 1 of 
Sony shares on the New York’ 
market were notable in long- 
term capital transactions in 
June, while payments increased 
due to active investments ab- 
read, including those by the 
Arabian Oil Co.

NAGOYA—A shipment of 
lumber from the Soviet Union, 
imported by the Aichi Pre- 
fecture International Trade 
Cooperative Union, is scheduled 
to arrive in Tsuruga in the 
middie of August. 

The lumber, which totals 
2,000 cubic meters and cost 
around ¥20 million, will be 
used for buildings and making 
wooden boxes. 

The cooperative union said 

it hoped to import 10 times as 
much Soviet lumber from next 
year when it would become 
possible to unload the ship- 
ment in Nagoya. 
The union is also studying 
the possibility of importing 
1,500 dozen bottles of high-class 
vodka on behalf of the National 
Trade Cooperative Union.

Tokyo ’s New Buildings 
Often Poorly Constructed 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Ten years from now an wg 
portant part of Tokyo’s proud 
rebuilt downtown business area 
will be nothing more than a 
high-priced slum. So much of 
the construction being under- 
taken now is marginal in qua- 
lity, underfinanced and over- 
riced that the sight of scaffold- 
ng, piledriving and concrete 
pouring all over Tokyo is 
deceptively encouraging to 
those who look forward to a 
brighter city. 

A recent column in this 
series discussed some aspects 
—both depressing and amusing 
—of the great hunt for office 
space. Businessmen and others 
have commented on that dis- 
cussion, and offered some ad- 
ditional facts which underscore 
the grimmer side of the picture. 

It is obvious that the big new’ 
buildings going up in Maruno- 
uchi and adjacent prime areas 
are well-planned and solid. It 
is equally obvious that much 
of the new contruction is poor 
in the proud Ginza area and 
on up into the Nihonbashi dis- 
trict, over toward Tamuracho 
and Toranomon. 

I have visited a dozen new 
buildings, one to three years 
old, which already compete 
with the postwar frame-and- 
stucco monstrosities for dilapi- 
dation and disrepair. I call 
them TB-traps. 

Satisfied only to have created 
an enclosed area, the buikiers 
have been happy to leave walls 
unpainted, to assume in short 
order that depressing gray 
overlay of handprints and scuff 
marks. 

Unwashed windows, walls, 
floors, stairways and alleys, and 
accumulations of trash, show 
that the owners are putting as 
littie Into maintenance as they 
possibly can—milking the pro- 
perty for all it is worth. And 
in a seller’s market, where of- 
fice 9 is scarce, mainten- 
ance has to get pretty poor, 
even by Japan's miserable 
standards, before tenants will 
complain. 

Dark narrow hallways, steep 
narrow stairways, tiny eleva- 
tors—all as small or maybe 
smaller than the law and con. 
siderations of comfort or safety 
will allow—are too character- 
istic. Plaster crumbling around 
door-frames, chipped _ stairs, 
rusty steel fittings—all these 
and more show that construc- 
tion costs have been pared to 
the bone, with the superficial 
consideration of initial econo- 
my far outweighing any con- 
sideration of durability or 
serviceabliity. 

This is typical: A flourishing 
bar is situated on the ground 
floor of a two-story wooden 
building on Nishi-Ginza. The 
owner tears it down, and puts 
up a 20 x 35 building six or eight | 
stories high. That is roughly 
20 tsubo, gross, of floor space. 
It yields six floors of perhaps 
15 tsubo, with minimum sta.r- 
ways, elevator, toilet and relat- 
ed facilities. Some of these

U.S. Deficit 
Exceeds | 
Expectations 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Kenned Administration an- 
nounced Thursday that the U.S. 
budget deficit in the past 12 
months totaled $3,900 million— 
well above earlier estimates. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
Douglas Dillon and Budget Di- 
rector David E. Bell said in a 
joint statement that “the deficit 
was higher than expected be- 
cause the revenue and expendi- 
ture effects of the recent. reces- 
sion were greater than anticipat- 


Figures which they released 
indicated that a bigger-than- 
forecast increase in defense 
spending also was a major fac- 
tor. 

Just 30 days , Dillon said 
the deficit for the 1961 fiscal 
year which ended June 30 
would be under $3,000 million. 

Three months earlier, Bell had 
forecast a deficit of $2,200 mil- 
lion. 

The preliminary figures for 
the full 12 months pave these 
totals: spending, $81,500 million; 
revenues, $77,600,000 and deficit, 
$3,900 million.

LAGOS (AP)—The Nigerian

The Tunisian attempt to besiege the French naval base 
of Bizerte has not unnaturally evoked defensive measures 
fram the French and it is a matter of regret that there 
has been serious loss of life. 

It is difficult not to feel that the Tunisian threat to 
Bizerte was entirely unwarranted. The French had already 
indicated that they were willing to negotiate peacefully 
in due course the relinquishment of the base and the sud- 
den Tunisian attempt to drive them out cannot be condoned. 


There is a strong suspicion that this attempt was made 
im connection with President Bourguiba's personal ambi- 
tions and his relations with other Arab states and organiza- 
Under the circumstances, the Tunisian Government 
shows considerable hardihood in appealing to the United 

ations Security Council against France for “acts of aggres- 
threatening the sovereignty and the security of Tuni- 
sia and menacing peace and international security.” 
_France recognized the independence of Tunisia in the 
spring of 1956 and it might have been thought that the 
Tunisian Government could have worked in harmony with 
Instead of that, it has harbored the head- 
quarters of the Algerian rebels and permitted the conduct 
of military operations on Algerian territory (under French 
In a more normal world this 
alone would have been regarded as a casus belli. 

However good a face the Tunisians are able to put upon 
their actions, there seems to be ample evidence that in 
consort with other Arab elements in North Africa they 
have conspired to drive the French out of North Africa. 
Whether the French would do better to withdraw from 
North Africa or not is another question; ambitious Arab 
politicians are not justified in using violence to secure 
And it seems particularly unfortunate 
that just at this time when French-Algerian peace talks 
are being resumed that this violence should have occurred 


The offer of the United Arab Republic to give military 
and political help to the Tunisians, made without waiting 
for any decision by the Security Council, suggests that. the 
Bigerte incident is connected with Arab plans for North 
Africa of which we are likely to hear more in the near 


The United States has already taken action to urge both 
France and Tunisia to get together as soon as possible to 
settle the dispute over Bizerte and we shall be surprised 
if the Security Council can suggest anything better. 
Security Council can hardly ignore the fact that the first 
obvious military move was made by Tunisia and fail to 
coticede that the French had a right to defend themselves. 
At the same time, it must be hoped that the French military 
counteraction will go no further than is strictly necessary

Meanwhile, there are some hopes that the Algerian 
Nationalists will make a step forward to meet the French 
in securing a settlement of the Algerian conflict in the 
resumed peace talks at Lugrin. 


An Algerian Nationalist spokesman is reported as saying 
that the Nationalists are now ready to discuss economic 
cooperation with France in the development of the Sahara, 
a region which they claim should come under the rule of 
an independent Algeria. If that is the case the possibilities 
of an over-all agreement may be considerably enhanced. 
French and Arab cooperation might be of much mutual 
benefit, and greater economic prosperity for the Moslems 
‘might ease political acerbities. 

France has brought many benefits of civilization to 
North Africa and with the cooperation of the Moslem 
‘pepulation she should be able to do much more. Absence 
of the French would not guarantee political stability and 
harmony throughout North Africa while economic develop- 
Ment might be greatly retarded. 

». Self-determination niust be accepted as the new norm 
or all peoples but it. must be achieved by sensible means. 
Self-determination and anticolonialism are not movements 
designed to feed the ambitions of politicos; they must be 
turned to confer real benefits on peoples who seek wider 
fields of endeavor than in the past. 


Constitution: Pros and Cons 
No-War Clause, Emperor’s Status to Be Restudied by Council 


The Constitution Research 
Council, an organ attached to 
the Cabinet, will start this fall 
to study the pros and cons on 
revision of .Japan’s postwar 
Constitution. After four full 
years of careful preliminary 
study on the basic law of this 
land and its application, the 
council’s work in its last stage 
is drewing keen attention, but 
the revision plans, if any of 
them are approved at all, must 
be evaluated in terms of en- 
hanced dignity of the basic 
law, not merely in terms of 
possible changes to be effected 
through revision. 

The Constitution is nothing 
less than the basic law of the 
land, but its dignity in popular 
eyes seems to have been some- 
what eclipsed of late. The pro- 
mulgation of the Constitution 
is commemorated every year on 
May 3 but the celebrations ap- 
pear to be getting less and iess 
spirited. 


Conspicuous for their absence 
were any official programs for 
celebration and publicity on 
that day this year, while some 
private organizations including 
those with leftist inclinations 
flaunted their role as “guardi- 
ans” of the Constitution. The 
assertion that the Government 
has done enough already for 
publicity and enlightenment ap- 
peared rather lame. 


Article 9 Criticized 


This dilemma is underscored 
by criticisms directéd against 
Article 9 banning possession of 
any “war potential” in a world 
armed to the teeth with all 
sorts of advanced weapons, and 
also against the process of writ- 
ing the Constitution, namely 
the fact that it was practically 
dictated by the U.S. occupation 
authorities after the Pacific 
war. 


The critics think the Consti- 
tution is impractical and Jack- 
ing in dignity, though not null 
and void. Although their views 
have not been generally accept- 
ed, they have made a larger 
number of: people harbor 
doubts as to the Constitution, 
a deplorable fact in a country 
dedica.ed to democracy and the 


- Tule of law. 


It is only natural, therefore, 
that the revision of Article 9 
is being contemplated. But this 
revision, even if it is carried 
through, will not bring about a 
big change, will not change a 
Japan strongly inclined to paci- 
fism into a Japan reverting to 
militarism. Even if the second 
paragraph of Article 9 is res- 
cinded, for instance, .he renun- 
ciation of war in the first para- 
gtaph and the declaration of 
Japan's dedication to peace in 
the preamble will remain. The 
contemplated revision cannot 
be radically different fror this 
example. 


Interpretation Differs 


Revision of the Constitution 
is not being planned merely for 
sentimental reasons, to be sure. 
No undertaking, however, has 
been made so far to rewrit~ the 
Constitution basically. The Con- 
stitution Research Council has 
been studying just the contro- 
versial or seemingly defective 
clauses in the Constitution. 

As far as Article 9 is concern- 
ed, proposals so far made for 
revision embody the effort to 
leave no doubt as to interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution. The 
Government says Japan's Self- 
Defense Forces are compatible 
with the “no-war” Constitution. 
But some scholars differ in in- 
terpretation of the Constitution. 
The Supreme Court has not 
made any decision directly 
bearing upon this question, al- 
though it said the stationing of

the U.S. Security Forces in Ja- 
pan is constitutional. 

As this instance shows, the 
contemplated revision does not 
represent an attempt to alter 
the political status quo. The 
same can be said also . about 
other proposals, for instance, 
concerning the status of the 
Emperor, reform of the legisia- 
ture’s upper chamber and the 
relationship between the exe- 
cutive and the legislative 
branches. 

So far the most radical view 
concerning the Constitution is 
the one that disputed it8 validi- 
ty for alleged imposition by a 
foreign power. It is true that 
the draft drawn up by State 
Minister Dr. Joji, Matsumoto in 
the Shidehara Cabinet was re- 
jected by the Allied occupation 
authorities and the Japanese 
side had practically no choice 
but to accept the draft shown 
by the latter. 

Validity Undoubted 

But since the contents of the 
draft did not incluce any un- 
reasonable ideas, save perhaps 
Article 9, the Constitution was 
accepted as such by the Japa- 
nese people. Both the Govern- 
ment and the majority of the 
people did not doubt the validi- 
ty of the Constitution as a 
whole, although doubts may 
haVe been expressed on certain 
provisions in it. 

In a situation like this, the 
alternative choices are either to 
leave the Constitution to gradu- 
al interpretation by the Su- 
preme Court or to revise any 
articles that might be found 
unsuitable, impractical or defec- 
tive. 

Since Japan has no long tradi- 
tion of defining the Constitution 


through court interpretations, ~ 


and since the Constitution is 
felt to contain something pro- 
visional in character, the Gov- 
ernment decided to restudy it 


by setting up the Constitutional 
Research Council in July 1957. 
This council has been de 
signed to be a national forum 
on the Constitution with nine 
of its 50 seats allocated to the 
Opposition Socialists. he re- 
maining 41 seats are now occu- 
pied by 19 Liberal-Democrats, 
two Upper House memvLers not 
of Liberal-Democratic affiliation, 
and 20 scholars and experts. 
The Socialists, advocating un 
armed neutrality in the cold war, 
shunned responsibility for any 
possible revision of the “no- 
war” Constitution and ‘refused 
participation. Consequently, the 
nine seats still remi:n vacant. 
The impact of the cold war on 
Japan has made national coop- 
eration so far impossible. 


National Issue 

But the Constitutional revi- 
sion is obviously a national is- 
sue. Whether the constitution- 
ality of the Self-Defense Forces 
should be clearly enunciated or 
not; whether the Prime Minis- 
ter, as proposed by Liberal- 
Democratic Yasuhiro Nakasone, 
should be elected by the peo- 
ple like the U.S. presidents, in- 
stead of being sominated by 
the Diet; whether the Emperor 
should represent Japan as the 
Chief of State instead of being 
merely the “symbol” of the 
unity of the people—these are 
plainly all national issues. 

While no one can disregard 
the harsh realities of the cold 
war, it should be obvious that 
we are not going to revise the 
Constitution in order to favor 
the United States or the Soviet 
Union. The Constitutional is- 
sues can arid should be dis- 
cussed forthrightly mn a na- 
tional basis. It is about time 
to realize that the basic differ- 
ence on foreign policy between 
our two major parties is not 
really such a great impediment 
as we used to think. 
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RIZAL IN JAPAN. By Caesar 
Z. Lanuza.and Gregorio F.’Zaide. 
Contribution of The Phi 
Reparation Mission to the Rizal 
Centennial. 


A stone tablet in memory of 
Dr. Jose Rizal, Filipino nation- 
al hero, was unveiled at a cor- 
ner of Hibiya Park, Tokyo, on 
June 19, this year, as a part of 
the Rizal centennial. The 
Tokyo hotel where Dr. Rizal 
stopped when he came to To- 
kyo on March 1, 1888 stood 
just across the street from the 


spot. . 

“Rigal in Japan” has been 
complied and published as a 
contribution of the Philippine 
Reparation Mission to the cen- 
tennial, and as its title indi- 
cates the volume is mainly 
about his short but memorable 
stay in Japan of a little over 
two months. 

For five. years Rizal studied 
ophthalmology in Spain, France 
and Germany, and coming 
home to the Philippines in 1887, 
he opened his clinic. But his 
novel Noli Me Tangere brought 
anger and pressure from Span- 
ish authorities upon him and 
his family. So he decided to 
leave for Europe via the United 
States. 

On the way, he came to 
Japan and found the country 
and people charming and inter- 
esting. Within a few days 
after his arrival in Tokyo, 
Rizal, a youth of 27, met O-sel- 
san, a beautiful Japanese girl 
of 23, of a good samurai fami- 
ly, educated and talented, 
speaking English and French. 
An intimate friendship devel- 
oped. It was O-sei-san who ac- 
companied him on trips to 
other parts of the country and 
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Bank Rate 


‘The action taken by the Gov- 
ernment and the Bank of Japan 
Friday to raise the official mon- 
ey rate by ¥0.001 per ¥100 per 
diem can be lauded as proper 
and timely in view of the na- 
tion’s aggravating balance of 
international payments.

dustrial circles. Another im- 
portant factor that should be 
taken into consideration is the 
speeding up of the trade liberal- 
ization ram. A representa- 
tive of the International Mon- 
etary Fund who visited Japan 
recéntly charged that Japan, 
while appealing for postpone- 
ment of joining nations speci- 
fied under Article 8 of the IMF 
convention, has not taken nec- 
essary monetary measures in- 
cluding the step to raise the 
money rate —Asahi Shimbun

The only conceivable reason 
may be that he wants to 
strengthen his position. In the 
Arab world, those who “are 
most intent on the racial move- 
ment are likely to become infiu- 
ential leaders. The enthusiasm 
for the national movement in a 
country will usually find vent in 
the attack on its present or past 
colonizing countries. All in all, 
Arab hationalism will usually 
turn out anti-West European. 
If President Bourguiba continu- 
ed to take a pro-Western posi- 
tion, his position as a Tunisian 
leader would inevitably become 
weakened.—Mainichi Shimbun 


Tunisian President Habib 
Bourguiba Monday demanded 
the withdrawal of French forces 
from Bizerte and claimed a part 
of the Sahara Desert. It is to 
be noted that the Algerian pro- 
visional government and vari- 
ous Arab countries such as 
Morocco have already announc- 
ed their support of the Tunisian 
action. If the situation further 
deteriorates, it will not be a 
mere dispute between France 
and Tunisia but will grow into 
a major antagonism between the 
Arab countries and West Eu- 
rope. This will really be a mat- 
ter of regret, It is thus hoped 
that parties concerned should 
find a chance to talk and try. to 
settle the matter as soon as pos- 
sible.—Sankei Shimbun 


New Ikeda Cabinet 
The lineup of the new “big 


name” Ikeda Cabinet is really 


dazzling and is certain to have 
made a strong impression on 
the people. The i-neup is Nke- 
ly, however, to provoke inter- 


nal strife within the Cabinet 
since each member can be ex- 
pected to stick to his pwn 
stand. It appears that Ikeda 
thought an equal choice of min- 
isters from each factional lead- 
er of the ruling Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party would result in 
his gaining successful control 
over the party. The probability 
is, however, that by having 
their leaders in the Cabinet, 
the factions will be more like- 
ly to emphasize their individu- 
al stands. An analysis of the 
new Cabinet lineup gives one 
the impression that it is going 
to strengthen the ties with 
Washington in its foreign policy 
while taking a “high posture” 
domestically. Meanwhile, be- 
hind Ikeda’s success in forming 
his “star” Cabinet, Ikeda’s 
strengthened position after re- 
turning from the U.S. undenia- 
bly contributed much to his 
success in forming the “all-star” 
Cabinet. — Hokkaido Shimbun 
(Sapporo) 


Kokuro Policy 


A national convention of the 
National Railway Workers 
Union (Kokuro) came to an end 
Friday after they decided on its 
new action policy. The outcome 
Was that the convention has 
decided to give its support to 
the Japan Socialist Party alone. 
The question of suporting a 
special political party has now 
become a point at issue among 
various trade unions. Accord- 
ney: the rail workers’ decision 
will have a far-reaching effect 
upon other unions in fixing their 
support for political parties. It 
was, however, wise for the lead- 
ership of the rail worker’s union 
to have decided to draw a clear- 
cut break with the Communist 
Party.—Yomiuri Shimbun 


Health Insurance 
Both the Japan Medical and 
the Dentist Associations have 
decided to instruct their mem- 
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bers to resign en bloc Aug. 1. 
It cannot be understood why 
these organizations have taken 
such a move without first try- 
ing to get an understanding 
from the general public. More- 
over, their decision is regarded 
as illegal even from the view- 
point of the National Health 
Insurance Law. According to 
the law, their resignation will 
be effective ly one month 
after the submission of their 
resignations, It will thus be 
nothing but a violation of the 
law if and wheh they force 
their resignation Aug. 1 by 
ignoring the stipulation of this 
law. Besides, they are openly 
declaring that they will be paid 
medical fees in accordance with 
the decisions of the organiza- 
tions on and after Aug. 1. Such 
an attitude, however, will also 
constitute a violation of the An- 
timonopoly Law.—Tokyo Shim- 
bun 


It will be premature to think 
that the members of the Japan 
Medical and the Dentist Asso- 
ciations will actually carry out 
their resignation en bloc Aug. 
1 in accordance with their 
latest decision. But it is to be 
regretted that the whole thing 
is apparently proceeding “oft 
the rails” again.

“To you I dedicate the final 
chapter of these memoirs of 
my youth,” he wrote in his 
diary. “No other woman like 
you has ever loved me. No 
woman like you has ever s&cri- 
ficed for me.” 

It was O-sei-san and her love 
that encouraged him and gave 
him happiness in those bitter 
days of misery and persecution. 


In his years of exile, Rizal 
eagerly strove for the independ- 
ence of his mother country, but 
he was arrested by Spanish 
authorities and taken back to 
Manila. On Dec. 26, 1896, he 
faced the firing squad of Span- 
ish soldiers and died a martyr. 


Many years after Rizal's 
death, O-sei-san married an 
Englishman, Alfred Chariton. 
She died on May 1, 1947, after 
losing her house and all her 

sessions in the wartime

Do they still maintain their 
ambition to assume the premier- 
ship after Ikeda? I do not 
think that they have given up 
their ambition, but it is hoped 
that .their own ambition will 
not obstruct them from coop- 
erating in the Cabinet. 

Ikeda means to continue a 
long stabilized conservative rule, 
with himself as head of the 
party. Whether he can do so 
or not is yet to be seen, but jt 
is almost certain that a con- 
servative administration will 
last for quite a while. There 
is hardly a chance for the So- 
cilalist Party to grow into 4 
majority party in the foresee- 
able future. 


Being the opposition party 
the Socialist Party is entitled to 
have a different stand from 
that of the ruling party, but it 
is wrong to oppose every bill 
for the sake of opposition. 
Jotaro Kawakami, head of the 
Socialist Party, said that the 
party would fight to overthrow 
the Ikeda Cabinet. It is hoped 
that opposition will be reason- 
able and intelligent, because 
such opposition is needed in a 
democratic government. 


Prime Minister Ikeda needs 
cooperation in and outside the 
Cabinet in order to handle 
pressing issues in and outside 
the country. 


Japan's responsibility in Asia 
and the world has assumed im- 
portance, particularly at a time 
when Communist maneuvering 
has become intensified. The re- 
cent mutual defense treaty con- 
cluded between the Soviet 
Union and North Korea and 
also between North Korea and 
Communist China and the in- 
crease of Communist influence 
in Laos have aggravated the 
situation in the Far East. How 
to deal with South Korea which 
is now under military rule and 
Japan’s relations with Commun- 
ist China are some of the issues 
confronting the new Cabinet. 


Though blunt-speaking Ikeda 
is trusted by a greater number 
of voters than his predecessor, 
will he be able to hold his pop- 
ularity? It all depends on what 
he can do forthe people. They 
want mental and material se- 
curity and pin their hope on 
him for the improvement of 
living standards as he promised 
in his “double the incame” eco- 
nomic policy. 


However, they are beginning 
to be disillusioned as commodity 
prices, utility costs and trans- 

rtation expenses have been 
iked. Ikeda reminded us that 
we should realize that our 

ketbook is thicker; but the 
nerease of individual income 
eannot catch up with the grow- 
ing cost of living.

Europe’s Defense 


LONDON—The announcement 
that a West German tank bat- 
talion will arrive in Britain this 
autumn for three weeks’ prac- 
tice firing on a range in Wales 
is one more example of the 
growing integration in defense 
matters between the partners 
of the North 
Atlantic Treaty 
Organ ization 
There is spare 
capacity at the 
Welsh range 
for the element- 
ary type of 
training needed 
by the German 
battalion which 
will use British 
tanks perman- 
ently stationed . 
there. The Hohne ranges in 
Germany for more advanced fir- 
ing practice by British and 
other allied tank forces are al- 
ready used to capacity. 


Sharing out of training facili- 
ties is reflected in weapon pro- 
duction, most recently in last 
May’s agreement on German 

rchases of British tank guns 
or the German standard tank, 
orders of British aero engines 
for a transport aircraft being 
jointly developed by the French 
and the Germans, and the agree- 
ment for Anglo-German develop- 
ment of a vertical take-off and 
landing aircraft. 

These instances can be multi- 
plied. There was the recent de- 
cision by the Americans to put 
£3 million into the development 
of a British jet engine for use 
in an American vertical take-off 
plane. France and Britain are 
working together on air to air 
missiles for service on French 
fighter aircraft and rocket 
launchers for a British fighter. 
Only a fortnight ago, British, 
German, Belgian, Dutch and 
Italian aircraft manufacturers 
formed three industrial groups 
to produce American fighter a 
craft under license in Europe. 


Only by close interlocking of 
the NATO defense system is it 
possible to avoid waste and 
achieve efficiency. As British 
Defense Minister Watkinson 
commented last week: “If NATO 
is to be'a viable and efficient 
association of free nations, it 
must share out facilities as 
fairly as. possible.” 


East German Crisis 


The flood of East German re- 
fugees is now as great as at 
the time of the uprising in 
June 1953. It is not surpris- 
ing. The recent “soft wave” 
regime in East Germany is re- 
verting to a more ruthless policy 
in the face of a serious food 
crisis and a shortage of con- 
sumer goods of all types. Two 
men, Neumann and Mewis, who 
have been associated with Herr 
Ulbricht’s most extreme Stalin- 
ist policies, have been promot- 
ed to reorganize planning and 
economic machinery. 


The seven-year plan launch- 
ed in 1958 has been a dismal 
failure. So far from overtak- 
ing West Germany’s standard 
of living by this year, the East 
Germans are suffering from a 
grave lack of all the most im- 
portant foodstuffs. Unofficial 
rationing has been introduced 
and customers must register for 
meat, butter and, in some places, 
soap. Milk supplies have been 
cut. There are queues for flour, 
bread and potatoes, and there 
is an acute scarcity of fresh 
vegetables and fruit. 


Refugees report that enforc- 
ed collectivization of agriculture 
is attacked not only by the peo- 
ple at large but by many local 
party officials. Ironically, it is 
the Rostock area, where Herr 
Mewis enemy collectivization 
ahead faster than anywhere 
else, that has shown the poorest 
results in achieving production 
targets. Yet this sterile policy, 
it appears, is to be intensified, 
despite the steady drift from 
collective farms and growing 
absenteeism in state factories. 
The hapless East Germans are 
no longer to be cajoled. Once 
more, they are to be dragooned.

From those who do ap- 
ply, after expert interviewing 
a short list of three or four of 
the best qualified is then passed 
on to the firm with complete 
dossiers and the consultants’ 
own opinions. Firms have found 
that these consultants have been 
able to find them men at mana- 

rial and executive levels who 

ave proved to measure up to 
the job far better than 


taken when they did the recruit- 


ing themselves. 
Round the Capitals 


Stockholm reports that su 
members of the Schools’ Explor- 
ing Society will be spending the 
whole of their summer holidays 
this year in the Scandinavian 
Arctic where they will under- 
take topographical, geographi- 
cal and glaciological surveys 
under expert guidance. These 
annual expeditions give school- 
boys an opportunity to visit 
other countries and at the same 
time develop character and 
qualities of leadership. They 
have been very successful, and 
lans are already being made 
or an expedition to Swedish 
Lapland next year. 


Geneva reports that U.N, 
Secretary General Hammarsk- 
jold has unveiled a memorial to 
Britain’s Lord Cecil engraved 
over the entrance to the Coun- 
cil Chamber of the Palais des 
Nations in the city. Lord 
Cecil, who died in 1958, was 
described at a simple unveiling 
ceremony as “the true founder 
of the League of Nations.” 

Rome reports that a Theater 
Research Center is to be estab- 
lished in Venice in the autumn 
in connection with the Piran- 
dello celebrations. It will be 
under the auspices of the In- 
ternational Federation for Thea- 
ter Research, whose 
assembly just held in Paris was 
attended by more than 100 dele- 
gates from 20 countries. It is 
hoped that the center will at- 
tract theater research workers 
from all over the world, 

London reports that a 16-foot 
whale weighing about a’ ton 
was found stranded on the 
banks of the Thames in a Lon- 
don suburb last week. Though 
identified as a lesser rorqual, a 
species found around the Brit- 
ish coast, no whale has ever 
been known to swim so far up 
the Thames before. This is be. 
lieved to have been responsibie 
for the drowning of the owner 
of a dinghy which was found 
overturned in the river on the 
day before the whale was 
found.
